He denied that he proposed hom e m o .sim­ 
ply to advan o Liberal interests, it was 
doubtful, lie Balu, w hether tho Tories ac­ 
cepted home rule iii its broad pr ncipies in 
tlie same way that they accented his propo­ 
sals in 1»72 ami 188 ;. He w anted a statu ­ 
tory parliam ent in Dublin, sub,eel to im ­ 
perial control.

THE CONDEMNED ANARCHISTS. 


Judge 
H arlan R efers 
the 
A ppeal to 
the F ull Bench of the United S tates 
Suprem e Court. 
W ashington, Oct. 21.—At the hearing 
today of an Application for a writ of error 
in the Chicago A narchist cases in the con- 
fi ranee room of the United S tate Supreme 
Court, the court room was dinsely crowded 
w ith lawyers and newspaper m en who were 
wa t ug to hear the proceed ngs. 
John 
Randolph Tucker, G eneial Pryor. General 
B. F. Butler, Captain Black and the other 
counsel for the condemned prisoners were 
present. At 10.40 Mr. Justice H arlan en- 
teied and, w ithout w aiting for any formal 
motion or application from th e prisoners’ 
counsel, said with slow, deliberate enuncia­ 
tion : 
"This is an application for a w rit of error 
to bring un for review bv the Supremo 
Court OI Hie L ilte d States a judgm ent of 
the Suprem e Court of the State ot illinois, 
mvolv ng the liberty of one ot Hie petition­ 
ers aud the lives ol tho others. 'Hie tim e 
fixed lur executing the sentence of death is, 
I am inform ed, Hie l i t h day of November. 
Under the. circum stances, it is my duty to 
facilitate an early decision of any question 
rn the case of which the Suprem e Court of 
Hie

States may properly take 
cognizance, 
ll 
I should 
allow a writ 
of 
error 
it 
is 
quite 
certain 
th a t 
counsel 
would

that court the argum ent which they pro­ 
pose now to rn ike beiore me.

rem arked: " I’ll w ake you up.” Suiting the 
action to the word, he deliberately took a 
large shovel, and scooping it full of red-hot 
coals from the furnace he poured them 
over the prostrate form of the m an, and fol­ 
lowed up the work by beating and abusing 
G raham as ho lay w rithing under the burn­ 
ing coals. In IC m inutes G raham was a 
corpse. 
The body of the dead m an was kept on ice 
until tile .steamship was w ithin 12 hours’ 
run of Galveston, and then buried at sea. 
The com m issioner im m ediately issued a 
w arrant charging McCullough with m urder 
on lite high seas, and lie was arrested while 
on boart! the vessel by a deputy United 
States m arshal and com m itted to jail. Five 
w tnesses also were arrested to aw ait the 
sitting of the Federal grand jury. 
E ngineer McCullough is about 43 years 
old, and a resident of New York city.

woman, today made the following state­ 
m ent, to which two m en lent their as rent: 
"W eare here becaus ■ we could live there no 
longer. We were alm ost starving. We have 
olt* ii been hungry. The fishing has fallen 
away. The people can't live, and they can ’t 
get away because they never receive a 
shilling rn their lives. 
We are na d for our 
tisii iii goods and clothes. 
We nave to pay 
three price- for everything. The fishing 
lasts only three m onths, and we have

In applying 1ooo pounds concentrated 
rom m ercial fertilizer to an acre, one is ap­ 
plying only 200 pounds actual plant food to 
5.500.000 of earth. E stim ating th e earth at 
HO pounds per square foot, this is equiva­ 
lent to one pound of plant food for 17,500 
pounds of earth ; or. as Mr. Bowker states 
It. two grains of m ixed fertilizer to each 
pound of soil or two-fifths of a grain of ac­ 
tual plant food: yet th s quantity of fertil­ 
izer will m ake a large increase in th e crop 
to which it is applied. 
How m uch more can be accom plished by 
Applying a proper m anure in solution, di­ 
rectly to the seed before sowing orplanting, 
is easily shown by experim ent. 
I A bushel of w heat soaked in four ounces 
»f Econom ic seed m anure dissolved in four 
rations of w ater (the w heat w ill absorb this 
tm antity in about 24 hours), and then sowed 
on au acre of land, is equivalent to using 
nne pound of m anure to 14.000,000 pounds 
af earth, or 800 tim* s th e quantity of earth 
that receives th e benefit of th© application 
rf I (roo pounds of concentrated com m ercial 
fertilizer, of w hich, how ever, 
only 200 
poundals actual plant food. 
As tho seed m anure is absorbed by the 
iced, it receives its nutrim ent at once. even 
before it is planted, and its grow ing roots 
eau th en seek Hie 1000 pounds of concen­ 
trated com m roial fertilizer, of w hich only 
200 pounds is actual plant food, over tho 
wide range of soil. 
A pplying four ounces 
of seed m anure to one bushel of w heat, to 
be 
sowed 
on 
an 
acre 
of 
land, 
is 
about th e sam e qu antity of concentrated 
com m ercial fertilizer th at would he ap­ 
plied to a hill of corn, estim atin g 4000 hills 
to the acre, and 1000 pounds of th e con­ 
centrated com m ercial fertilizer, of w hich 
only 200 pounds is actual plant food; or. 
to state it auntlier w ay, it is applying I-I CO 
of a grain of seed m anure per cubic foot of 
earth, 1-12.800 of a grain to each pound of 
soil. Is not this applying plant focal in 
homoeopathic doses? 
And vet four ounces 
to the aero of seed m anure is a litera l quan­ 
tity for all grain crops, and seven tim es as 
much as is used for corn and m ost other 
crops. 
T hat m anuring the seed by m eans of steep­ 
ing effects, a decidedly quicker and strong­ 
er growth of the young plants is certain and 
easily proved by experim ents. H astening 
the com ing up of the seeds is of great ad­ 
vantage, since tho young plants grow quick­ 
ly in advance of the weeds, and th is very 
m uch lightens th e labor of keeping the 
fields clean, since their frc-h green rows 
show plainly on the land. while still free 
from weeds. The advantage th u s gained is 
not 
inconsiderable. 
The young 
plant 
Slackly outgrows dangers 
from insects, 
and at the very beginning lays a sure foun­ 
dation far its subsequent growth, since its 
organs for absorbing nu trim en t develop 
earlier and stronger. Its infancy is the in i­ 
tial period; if the youug plant once passes 
that, the battle is half won. 
Seed m anuring supplies directly to the 
young plant the nu tritiv e substances which 
it requires for its vigorous developm ent at 
the tim e it is just beginning to grow, and 
while iis organs are yet unlit to seek its 
nutrim ent over a wide range of soil. The 
vigorous developm ent of the plant while 
young is. moreover, t sure guaranty of its 
lull perfection arid Ultim ate ripening. 
It is cheaper. Is tier. quicker and less 
labor to fertilize th 3 seed than to drop com­ 
post in the hills or drills, and m ore effi- 
caeious. 
The most suitable tim e to plant or sow is 
th at jvlitell causes the quicke-t po-sible 
coining up of th e seed and insures the 
strong subsequent growth of th e young 
plant: the air and the ground m ust contain 
snlhcicnt heat for the seeds to germ nate. 
There is no one subject in agriculture which 
dem ands, at the present day, more care, 
continued and widely 
extended experi­ 
m ents, than the practice of m anuring.

T U E DAIRY. 


P ro p e r H a n d lin g of fr e a m - I I flw to 
M ix Cream. 
Not long sine" a farm er’s wife complained 
to us th at she did not get the yield of butter 
from her cows th a t one of her ne ghbors 
did, a d she wished to know if we could 
give tier any lig h t on the subject. Upon 
inquiry we found th at the cows on both 
[arms were natives, and handled about 
Alike. But when we inquired farther into 
the m anner of caring for the cream , we saw 
at oil' e where the difficulty lay. A lthough 
siie had been a reader of the Dairym an for 
years, she had such stubborn notions of her 
own tli.a she had h orned but little on this 
im portant point. It was her practice to 
skim her m ilk every morning, and put her 
rream in an earthen jar, which 6he kept in 
die cellar. 
C hurning was done twice a 
week, if her husband or the boys were not 
too busy. But the p art eular point where 
she failed was in putting the last .skimming 
of cream into tho churn im m ediately after 
it was taken from the milk. W hen we told 
her th a t she received but little if any ben­ 
efit from tile last skim m ing thus handled. 
she could bar ly be persuaded of t lie truth 
of our assertion. We are convinced th a t this 
m istake is largely 
indulged in 
by ttie 
m akers of farm I utter. Yet they m ight as 
well throw the last skim m ing to the pigs, 
Tor there is where it finally goes in the but­ 
term ilk. 
Tile last skim m ing should be 
thoroughly stirred w ith the older cream , and 
the whole kept from six to I 2 hours, de 
pending upon the a .re and acidity of the 
alder cream, before churning. 
The way 
most people stir th eir cream fails of the de- 
lired result. They put in a cream paddle 
And simply whirl each layer or day’s cream 
in a circle by itself w ithout m ixing the first 
and last thoroughly together. T his is best 
done by turning the cream from one vessel 
into arn iller. Then, again, quite often loss 
is occasion- 6 by m ixing t e m ilk of strip­ 
per-. w ith 4ie-.ii cows 
T hat the cream of 


ripened together, go as to m ake as near as 
possible a hom ogeneous whole. 


T H E T O B A C C O PLAUT. 


T h e S r w M eth o d o f Curing T o b a c co . 
T he following is given as the latest im ­ 
provem ents in curing tobacco: 
H ouse th e tobacco as soon as cut, and, 
after w arm ing up the barn for tw o or three 
hours, a t a tem perature of about OO0, ad­ 
vance tho heat rapidly up to 125', or as 
high as it will bear w ithout scalding the 
tobacco, letting th e heat rem ain at 128° 
only a few m inutes, and then, by drawing 
th e fires and turning the dam pers, cut off 
th e heat and let th e tem perature of the 
barn descend to 90°. This is generally 
called “sapping.” The rationale of the pro­ 
cess is this: The heat, by expansion, opens 
th e sap cells and starts the wa er to the 
surface, facilitates evaporation and hastens 
the yellowing process. 
T his "lim bering 
up” process of high heat at the start m ust 
be of short duration, or else great injury 
will be done to th e tobacco. Following this 
mode. the yellowing process is greatly 
shortened, requiring from four to eight 
hours less to yellow' sufficiently, and also 
hastens the second stage of curing, fixing 
the color. 
It is well to state th at there is so great a 
difference in the cha racier of tobacco grown 
in d ifferen t localities th at no rule can he 
given for the yellowing process applicable 
to all. The tobacco of in ddle and w estern 
N orth Carolina, will yellow in m uchness 
tim e than th at grow’n in m iddle virginia. 
Then 
again, tobacco will bear lusher 
tem perature 
in 
the yellowing pro* ess 
during 
some 
years 
than 
in 
others. 
Notalily tho season of 1884 was so dry and 
tobacco held so little sap when ripe, th at 
m anv 
commenced 
yellowing 
at 
20 0 . 
and had the leaf cured in 50 hours. But 
this is exceptional, and for general prac­ 
tice would spoil both i d o r and tobacqo. 
Tim season, therefore, it m ust be borne in 
m ind, greatly determ ines tile am ount of 
beat the tobacco will require to be yellowed 
and cured. Some of the patented flues are 
so constructed th a t the heat is easily con­ 
trolled, and the tobacco smoked or steamed, 
or both. as m ay be necessary in the yellow­ 
ing stage. 
Some 
tobacco will require 
hi other to yellow' right, while some other 
will drv up gre it or red w ithout yellowing, 
if sm oke or steam be not used to assist the 
yellowing proce ss. Smoke and steam will 
facilitate the yellowing of thin poor tobacco. 
hold ng very little sap. W etting the barn 
floor from time to tim e will assist in yellow­ 
ing tobacco. Then there is an occasional 
barn of tobacco th at defies all the kuown 
modes and appliances to yellow or cure 
b rig h t 
But for all practical purposes, w henever 
the curer has m astered a knowledge of the 
effects of too m uch or too little heat, as 
evidenced 
in the color of the tobacco, 
clearly described heretofore, he possesses a 
key to solve the difficult problem in the 
science of curing tobacco. By close observa­ 
tion this lesson may soon be learned and 
then success is easv. After curing, as soon 
as th e tobacco is sufficiently soft to move, 
you inav run it up in the roof of the bam 
and crowd it close, or if the barn is needed 
for other curings, the tol aceo may be ta r ­ 
re d to the storage barn or bulked down in 
any dry house on the premises. But be sure 
that nothing is bulked with green stalks or 
swelled stems, for if such are placed down 
in oulk it will he sure to heat and utterly 
ruin. -[Major Robert L. Ragland, in N orth 
Carolina Farm er. 


THE CHARCOAL FIT. 


L im e K iln * a n d C h a rc o a l P its . 
A lim e kiln is usually m ade against the 
side of elevated ground, v ie re by an exca­ 
vation the earth will form three sidesof lie 
kiln. when an arch of lim estone is made 
across Hie inside and the kiln is filled up 
w ith stone ready for the lire under the arch, 
which m ay be m ade with any kind of wood 
good for generating heat, mid is kept up for 
several days until the stone is sufficiently 
burned. W here th e business is extensively 
carried on p ennant kilns ara constructed in 
the shape of hollow domes or shafts sw ell­ 
ing out in the centre, and .strongly built 
w ith a Un ng of firebrick and an arrange­ 
m ent ot grate bars near the bottom lor hold­ 
ing up Ute contents, and doors for ratting 
out the lime, also u door near the top. 
First, a layer of wo'od is put in. then alter­ 
nate layers of lim estone and wood until 
fully charged, w hen the wood is fired at the 
bottom, aud a^ lim e is silked out and the 
m ass sinks down in the shaft a constant 
KU11ply ol fuel and lim estone is kept up by 
throw ing them in at the door near the top. 
In some eases kilns of this description aru 
operated w ithout m ixing fuel with the 
lim estone at all, by furnaces whose flames 
are draw n into tho m ain shaft at its ba e, 
and pass upward through the lim estone to 
the top. 
Prepare for burning a pit of charcoal by 
first clearing oil and levelling a p ece of 
ground about 20 feet iii diam eter for a 
hearth. In tile centre plant a strong pole 
firm ly enough to stand erect, yH so it can 
be pulled out. and long enough to project 
two feet above the top of the pit when it is 
com pleted and covered ready for firing. 
Around this pole stand up the wood th at is 
to he charred, which should be as uniform 
it length as possible and be placed one tier 
standing on another around the pole, grad­ 
ually draw ing in towards toe top, so as to 
m ake the pit oval iii form, the wood next 
the pole in the bottom tier to be dry and 
fine enough to ignne readily when fire is 
applied. 
The wood 
should 
be packed 
clo-ely together and all tile interstices filled 
up w th fine wood, so as to m ake as solid a 
body and as smooth a surfai e as the m ate­ 
rial will adm it of, for su cess depends on 
keeping up a sm ouldering lieut w ithout 
bursting out into a flame. N ext cover the 
whole with sods or dam p leaves and earth 
thickly enough to control the tire within. 
Then draw out th e pole, and if the wood 
lias been carefully adjusted around it a lido 
or chim ney is leit. down which live coals 
should be thiown to s n r t the fire at the 
bottom, aud when fairly going the draught 
at the top m ust lie stopped by filling in at 
the top w ith sticks, tu n and earth. Venti 
lation is g veil when necessary by prodding 
with an iron rod through the covering, aud 
he same thing is done to ascertain when 
tim charring is accomplished. 
A pretty 
,ood indication is the shrm kage ot tho 
leap. and a more certain test is had by rak­ 
ing out some of tho coals through the cover­ 
ing. 
Constant, 
unrem itting 
care 
and 
watchfulness clay and night are absolutely 
necessary.

Meat fr o m a lSOO-Ponnd Steer. 
We take a 1300-pound steer as an ex­ 
am ple. for which the buyer nays four cents 
per pound, or 852. A fairly fattened ani­ 
m al of th is grade will yield about 4 per 
cent, of tallow —52 pounds—and 5 per cent, i 
of Dido—65 pounds. Tho dressed carcass 
ranges from 55 to 59 per cent., according 
to tho condition, say an average of 57 per 
cent., or 57 pounds of dressed carcass to 
each IOO pounds of live w eight. This gives 
dressed 
catenas w eighing 741 pounds 
from th e live w eight of 1300 pounds. 
The 
52 pounds of rough tallow at five cents 
equals 82.60. The 65 pounds of hide at 
eight cents equals $5.20. T he head.'tongue 
and feet will bring OO to OO cents, say 75 
cents; or, for hide, tallow, etc., 89. Sup­ 
pose the butcher takes this am ount for 
k Ring. dressing, taking care of and selling 
the eaacass and his niolits. 
The carcass 
would cost the retailing butcher 841, or 
five and a half cents per pound. 
Hardly two b athers would cut up a car­ 
cass in exac ly th e same way. but an aver­ 
age from several Chicago butchers gives 
about Hie follow .ng percentages for the

H O H T I C l'L T l'H A L H IN T * . 


G ood A d v ic e fo r F lo w e r G r o w e r s a n d 
M a rk et G a rd en ers. 
The pest known as the drop worm or bas­ 
ket worm, which m akes for itself a nest out 
of the leaves of the tree it feeds on, and has 
these nests hanging on the branches like 
brown curl papers from a lady’s head, is so 
easily kept down by hand picking before 
th e y get very destructive th a t there is not 
the slightest excuse for having valuable 
evergreens destroyed by them in our public 
squares, city parks or in oilier places. 
Gladioli are easily preserved by drying 
and keeping alm ost anyw here in bags 
secure from frost. The whole class of lilies 
to which the variety known as the llanis, 
or Berm uda, lily belongs, ought to be pot­ 
ted in the fall and kept in a cool place, as 
one would a hyacinth. It is, or should be, 
hardy, and should tie planted as other lilies 
are. in the open ground before the frost 
comes. 
Hummer flowering am aryllis are 
easily kept over w inter as dry bulbs, but it 
is best th at they be not kept in a warm 
place or they shrivel too m uch. Pot in Feb­ 
ruary and March. 
» 
D ahlias should be cut back to the ground 
as soon as a w hite frost blackens the leaves. 
and then m ay be kept anyw here,just as one 
would keep potatoes. Cannas can be kept 
dry, but will rot off in too cool a place. It 
is bt st to have them iu boxes of dry sand, 
stoied away where tile tem perature does 
not fall betow 45J or 50J. 
It is well known byall intelligent cultiva­ 
tors th a t it is just as essential th at the roots 
of plants should have air as w ater: but. as 
flower pots are generally made, the rdots 
get w ater, but seldom get air. In fact, the 
plants so easily get waterlogged th at air is 
out of the ouesiion. and the plants'aetually 
sm other, or we may property say drown, for 
w ant of proper drainage. The florist gets 
along fail Iv well. He sells his plants be­ 
fore they get large, and the oversupply of 
w ater m anages to get through the sides of 
the porous pots, if it cannot get through 
the Btufted-up hole in the bottom . W hen 
tim first-class plant grower w ants to be sure 
of growing a good specimen, he has to take 
a sm all pot and tov* rt it inside a larger 
one, so as to provide for the proper aeration 
of the soil. A new invention provides a 
m ovable bottom, thus securing an airspace. 
One of the cheapest and hest modes of de­ 
stroying insects in pot plants is to invert the 
pot and dip the plant for a few seconds in 
w ater warmed to 130J. A G erm an paper 
referring to this plan, says th at the azalea 
will stand 130° w ithout injury. We usually 
heat the w ater pretty well, and pour in cool 
until 130 is reached. 
Those who orc troubled w ith m ildew will 
do well to rem em ber Mr. Veitcli’s rem edy 
of oil 011 bot w ater pip; s as good against its 
developm ent. 
We find 
by research in 
chem ical botany th a t oily vapor has long 
h e e l: known as inim ical to the grow th of 
the lower form s of fungi. 
No one uses putty over glass in glazing in 
th s country, though it is still used for bed­ 
ding in the glass, but even this is unsat s- 
factory. It will often loosen and come out. 
Mr. Henderson recom m ends 
th at thick 
w hite lead and oil be run along, and on this 
sprinkle dry, w hitesand before laying on the 
glass. It is a much better plan th an the old 
putty bedding. 
English rose growers look on aghast at 
the American practice of taking but a sin­ 
gle crop from rose plants in forcing houses, 
and then throw ing the plants away for new 
ones. They still cling to the cut-back sys­ 
tem w ith old p ants. 
It is a common practice w ith nurserym en, 
when a tree or a cutting is received in a 
condition where tho hark is wilted, to bury 
it wholly In moist earth. A correspondent 
w rites th at she revives w ilted cuttings by 
pulling them in w ater as Hot as one can 
h‘>ar His hand in and leave for 24 hours 
This use of warm w ater m ay be worth a 
careful trial. 
Heeds containing oil—and all fruit and n u t 
seeds are rich in oil—oft' ii fail to g erm ’nate 
by reason of the oil becom ing rancid. Heeds 
kept from air end m oisture and kept cool 
w ill germ inate nearly as well the second 
year as t It© first. Seed is som etim es packed 
away t gilt in tin cases w ith charcoal dust, 
and hutted in a cool spot several feet in the 
earth. 
Some m arket gardeners have been suc­ 
cessful in renew ing and invigorating their 
straw berry beds by burn ng them over. 
They sprinkle straw over the beds soon 
after the season’s crop bas been gathered, 
and set fire to it. It is claim ed th a t very 
good results follow this rather queer treat­ 
m ent. It may not be a new idea, and may 
not have any value. A discussion is im m i­ 
nent again upon clean culture for fruit 
trees. In grass culture we encourage the 
feeding roots near the surface, which is a 
great gain. We keep the Hot sun from 
raising the tem perature of the earth above 
80 . wh cb also is a great gain. Again, we 
keep tim frost from p< netratm g deeply in 
w inter tim e. Continual hoeing or plough­ 
ing destroys innum erable surface roots, and 
costs for extra labor which even a hoed 
crop scarcely compensates. Grass, on the 
other hand, requires little care but cutting 
and curing. 
Tile principle objections are, however, 
th at when there are two crops on tho same 
ground tin re are two sets of 
growing 
things clam oring for food and drink. 
In a 
very dry tim e un orchard in grass is much 
more likely to suffer for w ant of m o'sture, 
and, unless the soil is rich, the grass com­ 
peting for food w ith the tree m ay induce 
starvation. Thus we see th a t the question 
is a general one, aud to he governed iii a 
groat m easure by the circum stances in each 
case. 
E m inent authorities, speaking of the im ­ 
provem ent in potatoes, contend th a t all the 
best work has been done by selection. In 
regard to the question of graft hybrids, Dr. 
Masters is . thorough believer in it 
He 
says that m anv potato cultivators absolutely 
deny Hie possibility of anything like gral't- 
ing, yet he believes it to be a practical 
idea. He has seen rem arkable results ob­ 
tained by grafting the potato on to the 
tom ato ami other species. 
Tlie efforts to keep oranges beyond th cdr 
usual season iii order to avoid m arket gluts 
are m eeting w .th success in Florida. They 
have been kept successfully for 120 days 
af;er gathering. California fru it growers 
have learned how to keep pears ny cold 
storage w ithout deteiioration of flavor. The 
Eas er Buerre seems the favorite for this 
treatm ent. 
M. Vilmorin, in a recent paper, said th at 
the potato was first introduced into France 
from Switzerland. At first it was not ex­ 
tensively grown and was used as a fodder 
for cattie, and there existe I a strong p reju ­ 
dice against it: but a bouquet of its dowers 
being presented to the king, who greatly 
adm ired them , the prejudice was gradually 
overcome, and the potato I ecam e more 
generally known. In 18 to, tin* agricultural 
society of Baris sent to M. Vilim r ii a large 
colle tion of known varieties which were 
grown and oui pared, a u l resulted in th ir 
reduction to 120 distinct kinds. Since then 
some 2000 nam ed varieties have passed 
through Irs hands, end they tiave redip cd 
these by about 550 different distinct sorts.

it. In giving grain, the best plan has been 
found to lie to m ix w ith nice clean oats a 
little bran or meal. and occasionally sour 
oilcake m eal, as this will keep the bowel 
in good condition. 
The am ount of oats 
may he gradually increased until a quart a 
day in two feeds is given, and m ore if the 
colt is a large one. Good sw eet hay should 
be orovtaea and the colt allowed to have all 
he wants. It separated from the dam so 
tar th at he can not see her. the colt will be 
more quiet and contented w hen placed in a 
lot w ith other colts. 
If placed in a box 
stall adjoining the one in which his dam 
is kept, so he can see l\er constantly, the 
colt will rem ain con tented and hardly 
realize th at he h asb een taken aw ay from 
lier. 
Charles A. Green says th a t w ith young 
stocks his m ethod h asb een to splice-araft 
tho s into as with the apple, but w ith old 
vines he cuts off the old cane as close to the 
roots as possible, often six in d ies below the 
surface. 
He then uses a W agner saw, 
which m akes a smooth, clean cu t in the 
stock, into which nro fitted grape cuttings, 
three or more into each. The cu t being 
slanting the cuttings extend som e inches 
below, as well as above the surface of the 
soil, which is levelled so th a t the top bud is 
seen. Tho scions are m ade to fit th e gap 
m ade with the saw bv cutting a iittle from 
each side, slightly wedge-shaped, pressing 
m oderately finn 
into position, covering 
with earth only, and using no wax or liga­ 
ture. Tlie application or w ax will be fatal. 
The best tim e is in M ayor early .lune, 
after tho buds of the stock have opened, 
while the scions have been retarded in a 
cold cellar. 
The earliest broilers should begin to come 
out of the shells in Novem ber, aud they 
may then be hatched a t intervals until the 
first of April, as good prices are obtained 
from January to June. 
Eggs from hens th a t are not in company 
with cocks will keep tw ice as long as will 
eggs th at are fertile; bonce rem ove the 
cocks from the yard containing th e hens 
from which you expect to obtain eggs for 
keeping during w inter. 
H ealthy fowls nick up th eir food quickly 
and relish it. W hen they go a t it lazily, 
pick up a grain or two and then stop, there 
is som ething wrong. At this season it is 
well to exam ine closely for lice, and if they 
are found get rid of them . 
The m anure is a product as well as the 
cgits. It possesses a m arketable value, and 
is therefore entitled to an entry in the re­ 
ceipt book, as all the food unappropriated 
as eggs or rbsh is returned In the drop­ 
pings, first allow ing for repair of waste of 
the body. 
If cauliflowers do not form big hearts be­ 
fore frost sets in, if tlqey show signs of 
hearting at all, we m ay lift and heel them 
in thickly in fram es and they will h eart be­ 
fore New Y ear’s. It is a com m on practice 
to sow extra early dw arf erfu rt cauliflowers 
about the 15th or 2 0 th of Septem ber, and 
transplant them into fram es in October, 
there to stay till next spring, w hen they 
may be set out, in April. 
According to E nglish papers, th e plan of 
moving large trees w ith a ball of frozen 
earth containing part of the roots unox- 
posed and unbroken, is giving way to the 
better method of following the roots out 
carefully to near th eir extrem ities, with 
pains not to subject them to dry air, and 
then planting them in th e ordinary way. 
lf no feeding (horizontal) roots are a i t or 
fractured of larger size than one’s little fin­ 
ger. and if they are protected from drying 
till covered w ith earth again in th eir new 
location, and Hie earth ram m ed into close 
contact with them everyw here, quite large 
trees or vines can be moved in th e spring 
w ith assurance of success. The ball m ethod 
requires nice and often difficult preparation 
and special m achinery of great size and 
power for lifting and carrying th e great 
w eight with safety to tho trees. 
One of our W estern exchanges, noting 
the rush to sell cows, calves and stockers 
on account of tile past season’s drought says 
of toe future of beef cattle: "In our judg­ 
m ent every m an that can, should hold his 
cattle. If it can be done each m an th at 
holds over will m ake from 30 to 40 per 
cent, by the operation 
w ithin eighteen 
m onths. Some of our shrew d cattle men 
are already aware of this fact and are pur- 
chas ng all the cattle they can get hold 
of w ithout doing any strpping, and pay­ 
ing as high as 821 w henever an oppor­ 
tunity presents to got stock cattle. All 
classes of cattle are bound to advance, and 
those who will only bide th eir tim e and 
not be lured by any advance of a few cents 
will be the gainers of handsom e profits, 
such as ruled in the flourishing years of the 
industry." 
Insults of all descriptions, eith er on a 
large or sm all scale, are alm ost alw ays the 
close com paa on of greenhouses or other 
heated plant structures. At certain seasons 
they are m ost troublesom e on account of 
their rapid increase from day to day. The 
m ost frequent of these nests are green and 
black fly. thrips, red spider and so forth, and 
despite the m ultitudes, which, if nogle ted. 
soon render plans u h s ghtly, it is rem ark­ 
able how easily they rn iy be kept under if 
taken in tim e. W hat ltas been w anted by 
m any who have greenhouses and th e like is 
an insecticide which may be readily ob­ 
tained, and which at the sam e 
time 
is sufficiently cheap to allow of its free 
use. 
This 
is to he found in quassia 
chips and soft soap, 
which 
com bined 
ensure 
sudden 
death 
to 
all 
those 
plant pests nam ed above. Take a four- 
inch pot full of the chips and place in an 
oldaaucepan in which you have a gallon of 
soft water. Put this vessel on the fire ami 
gently boil till the whole of the chips sink 
to the bottom , stirring it occasionally the 
while. 
This will occupy a quarter of an 
hour on a brisk fire, then strain off the 
liquid and add two ounces of the soap, and 
when dissolved add half n gallon more 
water. This last ad litlon will coni it suffi­ 
ciently for im m ediate use, w hen it may be 
applied freely w ith the syringe. A lter this 
has been done about IO m inutes, syringe 
w ith clean soft water. This will clear off 
the victim s and leave the plants clean, pro­ 
vided the plants are always syringed with 
clean w ater before the insecticide gets dry. 
This is easily and quickly applied, cheap 
and most effectual in its results, and safe in 
the hands of any one.

A M e a s u r e W h ic h R e a l l y A m o u n t s to 
O n ly * 8 1 -4 I n c h e s . 
[London Saturday Review.] 
It has been generally believed that this 
length was the same as th at of tho standard 
yard—nam ely, three feet—but in the ab­ 
sence of any positive proof tho w eight of 
probability is 
certainly against this as­ 
sum ption. One of the best pieces of pre­ 
sum ptive evidence of tlie length of the old 
English war arrow exists iii tlie form of a 
silver arrow (presum ably a model of a real 
one), now in tho possession 01 the Royal 
Toxophilite Society, and inherited by it, 
along w ith other things, from tho old Fins­ 
bury Archers. It hears the date of J 663, and it 
is only 28 Va inches long, the usual length 
of a modern arrow being 27 or 28 inches. 
Tho ancient Beorton arrow, supposed to be 
of the year 1672, is of no greater length, 
but tis s has b en broken and repaired, and 
docs no) exhibit any date upon it. An act 
of P arliam ent of Edw ard IV. mentions 
"shafts of the length of three-quarters of 
the standard.” which would give a length 
of 27 inches; and it is further suggested 
th a t this is tho length of the Flem ish yard. 
and th a t Flem ish Im,w a, arrows and strings 
were always held in repute. The length of 
tim arrows si ill employed iii

countries, 
the

a very long draw, m ay also all be adduced 
in favor of the belief th at the old arrow, ex­ 
cept. perhaps, for pxtranrdinarv purposes, 
was cl m uch the sam e length as the mod rn 
one. But there is no specim en extant of 
such an arrow as those which d d such good 
service at Ag ncourt. There m ust have 
bei n thousand- stored in the Tower and 
other plate* at tho tim e when the archer’s 
arrow was finally superseded by Thole s cer­ 
tain bullet of the inuskeiecr, but they were 
probably destroyed, like the old Exchequer 
ta1 lien. as useless in them selves and w ith­ 
out a thought of their nut quartan interest, 
and so the dispute m ust reutuiu w ithout 
definite solution.

W h a t F a n n e r * H h o ttl'l K n o w . 
The banks of stream s, ponds and ditches, 
all ravines and .steep hillsides, and all land 
too rex:ay to be brought under cultivation, 
ought to be devoted to trees. They give 
value and beauty to portions of the farm 
which otherwise are but an eyesore. 
If orchard land is ploughed in Fie fall it 
ought to receive a good coating of dec om ­ 
posed m anure to serve as a m ulch and a 
protection to the roots near the surface. 
There are m any who prefer to leave tlie 
orc hard in sod throughout tho winter, be­ 
lieving th at trees are less likely to suffer 
from w inter-killing. 
Tho way to improve and extend our 
forests is to keep up a constant succession of 
young growing trees of th best varieties. 
M oderate and judicious thinning is neces­ 
sary, but this work cannot be left to the cat­ 
tie. No plantation can flourish in which 
the live stock of the farm are allowed to 
Drowse ut pleasure 
On many farm s the colts are allowed to 
run vgitii their dam s until late in the season, 
in which case tho mares should he well foil 
to prevent them front losing flesh. It is a 
a good plan to arrange for feeding tho colt 
a rat on of grain at the saute tim e, then, 
w hen taken from the dam , he has become 
accustom ed to it. and the am ount can bo 
increase J as needed and the colt be kept 
growing rig h t along. W hen it is decided to 
wean the colt. he should have special atten- 
t on; w ater should be provided in abun­ 
dance. and food supplied according to toe 
age and size of the colt.

A MONOPOLY TO BE CRUSHED. 


The recent consolidation of the Baltim ore 
& Ohio Telegraph Company w ith the W est­ 
ern Union has created a monopoly which 
ought to alarm the business world and all 
that portion of tho general public who use 
the telegraph. 
At all the offices of the Baltim ore & Ohio 
in this city, where for a long tim e oast the 
rates have been a cent a word, th e rates 
were changed yesterday so as to require 
from two to four or five tim es as large a fee 
for the transm ission of a message as had 
been previously called for. Upon inquiry 
for a schedule of prices at one of the prin­ 
cipal offices the reply was: "W e have no 
new one printed. T ake the schedule of the 
W estern Union and it will he all rig h t.” 
Thus it appears th at the rates were raised 
after the J a y G o u l d or W estern Union 
purchase, so suddenly th a t the public had 
not even a day's notice of their new extor­ 
tion. 
This is the latest and sharpest rem inder 
th at the W estern Un on is the m ost grasp­ 
ing and audacious of all the corporations 
th at in this free land have coined money 
from the rich m an’s th rift and the poor 
m an’s needs. In the wise treatise upon po­ 
litical economy by A d a m S m it h , the fact 
was established th at "land and labor” were 
tho only fundam ental elem ents of w ealth; 
but now, after the lapse of a century, it ap­ 
pears th at corporation stocks, watered by 
knaves in broadcloth, are a more im m edi­ 
ate m eans for tho aggrandizem ent of the 
men who know where and w hen to direct 
the water. 
T hirty rears ago the capital stock of the 
VV ostein Union was less th an 8400.000. 
Now. after it has issued new stock to pay 
for the last purchase, its plant will he capi­ 
tal ized at not less than $80,000,000. It is 
not known exactly how m uch of this is 
watered stock, hut it is safe to assum e th at 
more than half of it is represented by no ac­ 
tual outlay. And. as appears from the rise 
in the rates of telegraphing yesterday, this 
great monopoly proposes to continue paying 
fat dividends upon $40,000,000 or $50,000,- 
000 of fictitious capital, th e certificates for 
which could be produced in a day at a cost 
of $10 for printing. 
It is well known th at telegraph rates as 
now established are far in excess of the cost 
of do ng the business, and the question 
arises. How m uch longer will a long-suffer­ 
ing public consent to he fleeced in this ex­ 
orbitant m anlier? 
The application of electricity to the trans­ 
mission of intelligence has created new 
conditions in the transaction of business. 
The use of the telegraph by one business 
m an m akes its use com pulsory upon all 
others: and, w hatever the rate charged, 
the service m ust be had. B ut it is not to ho 
expected th a t our enterprising and keen- 
sighted business m en w ill consent to ho 
lobbed for any considerable tim e. 
It seems as if th e tim e had come when 
the people should he aroused to a sense of 
the danger to all private as well as public 
interests by the absorption of the Baltim ore 
& Ohio Telegraph Company into the W est­ 
ern Union under the m anipulations of J a y 


G o u l d . 
The U nited Lines and the Postal 
Line only rem ain opposition concerns, check­ 
ing to some extent the extortionate charges 
of G o u l d ’s grand 
"Com bine.” 
B ut if 
private enterprise is not found able and 
ready to p ut a curb on this odious monopoly 
then the governm ent m ust intervene and 
smash it w ith a postal telegraph service 
w ith cheap and uniform rates to all points. 


REAPING THE HARVEST. 
The New W est is now being populated 
from the Old W est. The em igrating force 
of New E ngland has come to a standstill, 
even if its original resources are not prac­ 
tically spent. It put forth its last energetic 
effort in this line for "bleeding K ansas.” 
Now it is turning its attention upon 
itself, as all knew it m ust do sooner or later. 
New E ngland was long the seed-bed and 
nursery of the West, hut now th at an Old 
W est has come into existence, w hat is still 
called the New W est m ust look nearer 
home for its supplies of needed population. 
The gristle 
has hardened 
into 
bone. 
The early m igrations from the E ast have in 
turn built up sources of supply for the com ­ 
m unities still fu rth er west, and from them 
is now stream ing forth a vigorous current 
of population. 
B ut the clear and sturdy ideas of New 
England are indelibly stam ped on the broad 
territory ic originally peopled. If old Vir- 
ginia once owned the vast N orthw estern 
territory, it was the genuine New England 
idea. dedicating it to free labor forever, that 
stam ped on it the im press of an ever in­ 
creasing value. The people who settled it 
came chiefly from the East. They were a 
simple and sturdy race, just the one for 
pioneer work whose perm anency was to be 
assured. The m en were hold and enterpris­ 


ing. inured to hardship, satisfied like their 
ancestors with plain food, full of thought, 
and inspired with a distinct purpose. Such 
a race of em igrants this W estern world will 
not see again in m any a generation. 
It is now possible for New England to 
view the 
completion of its 
work bv 
the direct descendants of those who peo­ 
pled Ohio, Indiana, Illinois. M ichigan and 
the S tate: called N orthw estern. She feels 
confident th at the work she so vigorously 
began will he carried out rn the same earn­ 
est spirit and w iih the same clear purpose. 
New E ngland still lives in the W est, and 
therefore will continue to live in the far 
West, till the spirit of her life is felt from 
the A tlantic to tho Pacific. 
The tim e is 
corno tor her to return to lier own lim its 
and harvest the crop of her faithful plant­ 
ing. She is about to enter on th e rew ard of 
her honost earning. 


THE MEXICAN MISSION. 


The recent death of Judge T h o m a s C o u r t ­ 


l a n d M a n n in g of Louisiana, U nited States 
m inister to Mexico, has again throw n upon 
the adm inistration, and particularly noon 
Secretary B a y a r d , the difficult task of se­ 
lecting a diplom atist to fill th at im portant 
and extrem ely delicate position. 
It is one 
of tho most difficult places in the diplo­ 
matic service of the U nited States. 
The 
interests of Mexico are intim ately con­ 
nected w ith those of the U nited States. 
Causes of ser ous disagreem ent are of fre­ 
quent occurrence, and the Mexicans are 
born diplom atists, who have a way of carry­ 
ing their point w ith such ffncsse th a t it re­ 
quires a high order of diplom atic talent to 
circum vent them . 
N either the present adm inistration nor 
any of its recent predecessors has been very 
successful in the choice of diplom atic rep­ 
resentatives to Mexico. 
The alm ost un­ 
varying rule has been th at tho m inisters 
and consuls have either been so indiscreet 
as to put this country in em barrassing posi­ 
tions, or, still worse, so plastic in the hands 
of tho M exicans that American citizens -n 
th at country have failed to obtain proper 
protection. 
Today the position of Ameri­ 
cans in the lower republic is notoriously in­ 
secure, so th at very many of them find it 
for their interest to claim to he B ritish sub­ 
jects. An Am erican, unless he is rich and 
resorts freely to bribery, has little chance iii 
a Mexican court, w hile British subjects aro 
treated with extrem e consideration. 
Laws 
discrim inating in tile m ost arbitrary m an­ 
ner a ;a u ist Am ericans are rigidly enforced. 
This state of things is disgraceful. It re­ 
sults very largely from a lack of tact and 
firmness on the part of the A m erican m in­ 
isters and consuls. It should be the aim of 
the adm inistration in appointing a succes­ 
sor to Judge Ma nning to rem edy this de­ 
fect. 
General J a c k s o n , the first m inister to 
Mexico under President C l e v e l a n d 's ad­ 
m inistration, was a creditable representa­ 
tive, except th at he failed to display tho 
necessary zeal in behalf of Am erican citi­ 
zens who were unjustly treated. 
In the 
iamoiLs C u t t i n g im broglio of last year it 
was found th at he could not ho depended 
upon by the governm ent in its efforts to 
secure the release of the m an imprisoned 
in Mexico for an act alleged to have been 
com m itted in the U nited States. A special 
envoy 
was 
sent 
to 
investigate 
the 
m atter. General J a c k s o n im m ediately re­ 
signed. The special envoy’s conduct was 
such as to give rise to the m ost painful 
scandal, and he was scon ordered home, 
having 
accom plished nothing. 
Consul- 
General P o r c h , for his indiscretion in this 
m atter, was.soon afterw ards recalled. Judge 


M a n n in g , who succeeded G eneral J a c k ­ 


s o n . m ade a fairly creditable m inister, hut 
b efell into the easy-going way of his pre­ 
decessors, and American citizens beyond 
the Rio G rande are still liable to he throw n 
into M exican dungeons on frivolous pre­ 
texts, if not to m eet a worse fate. 
W hat is needed is an Am erican m inister 
to Mexico who has the zeal, the courage 
and the will to secure for the American 
citizen in Mexico equal privileges and con­ 
sideration w ith B ritish subjects, so that tho 
disgraceful practice of Am ericans forswear­ 
ing their flag m ay cease. 
Tho adm inistration could hardly dobetter 
than to prom ote to the post of m inister 
Judge J. H a r v e y B r ig h a m of Louis'ana. 
the intrepid American consul at Paso del 
Norte, whose courageous, discreet and able 
conduct of the C u t t in g dispute gave him a 
national reputation in both countries, 


THE 
ONLY 
NATIONAL PARTY AND 
PRESIDENT. 
There is one point in connection w ith 
President C l e v e l a n d ’s trium phal 
tour 
through the W est and South th a t seems to 
have escaped attention. 
No other President for thirty years could 
have journeyed through every part of tho 
Union and received in every State the same 
proofs of popular respect and good will. In 
Hie Ut m onstrations of regard for the pres­ 
ent chief m agistrate there is indeed no 
North, no South, no E ast and no Wogk hut 
one Nation. 
W hy is this? It is because the party th at 
elected G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d is a national 
party, w hile the party th a t has elected all 
the other Presidents since B u c h a n a n has 
been and still is sectional. 
The Dem ocratic party is tho m ost thor­ 
oughly national political organization th at 
has ever ex sled in this country-. It flour­ 
ishes in every State, aud in no S tate is tho 
percentage of m ajority against it a large 
one. On the other hand, in m any States 
the Republican party is practically extinct. 
In a whole section ol the Union it consists 
in the m ain of a mass of voters whom, if 
white-skinned and living in M assachusetts, 
m en like Senator H o a r would certainly in­ 
sist upon disfranchising. Yet, even w ith 
this body of easily-led voters traditionally 
attached to it, the Republican party in the 
South can scarcely he said to exist. 
B ut the Democracy, though in nearly 
half the States falling short of a m ajority, 
is of vigorous grow th in all. Look at the 
figures. 
In 
tho 
New England 
States 
B l a i n e ’s plurality over C l e v e l a n d was 
less th an IO per cent of the total vote. In 
th # M iddle States, including Pennsylvania, 
which gave B l a i n e his heaviest m ajority 
any where, ti was only 2 per cent. In the 
great Northwest, including only one State 
which voted 
for C l e v e l a n d , 
B l a i n e ’s 
aggregate m ajority was only c per cent, of 
th e total vote of th at section. 
On the 
Pacific coast, where every State voted for 


B l a i n e , 
the 
proportion 
is 
about the 
same. So 
it can ho seen at a glance 
th a t 
there 
is 
no 
section 
of 
the 
Union where the Republican party very 
strongly preponderates, 
B ut 
iii 
m any 
States the Republican showing is beggarly 
indeed. For exam ple,in T exas,the greatest, 
freest, most wide-awake and enlightened 
State in the South, inhabited very largely 
by people of N orthern birth or their de­ 
scendants, the vote for C l e v e l a n d was 
over 225 ,0 0 0 . while B l a i n e s vote was but 
93,000. 
Like this Em pire State of the 
South, the Em pire Stale of the North voted 
for C l e v e l a n d , as did Indiana, Connecti­ 
cut aud New Jersey. 
There is good reason for tile national en­ 
thusiasm that greets G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d 


everywhere. He is the first P resident since 
before the w ar who has been called to the 
chair of W a sh in g to n by a popular vote to 
which all sections of the Union have con­ 
tributed in som ething like equal propor­ 
tions.

EZRA AND HIS TIMES. 
I 


What He Accomplished for 
His People. 


The W ritten Bible, the Sabbath and 


the Marriage Laws. 


Rabbi Schindler’s Third Lecture in the 


‘'Dissolving Views” Course. 


"E zra and His Tim es” was the subject of 
Rabbi 
Solomon 
Schindler’s 
lecture at 
Tem ple A d ati Israel last evening. 
It was 
the th ird of his "D issolving Views.” Tho 
rabbi said: 
I shall bring before you ton’glit tho pic­ 
ture of a m an as the exponent of a tune 
w hich form ed ail auspicious link in toe his­ 
tory of Judaism , lf. ( n t he one hand, Ezra 
Iu d not existed, or if ho had not forced his 
views, n am w as they m ay appear to us, 
upon his lim e. it is questena- lo w hether 
Judaism and ts children. Cur stiauity and 
M oham m edanism , would have existed to­ 
day. 
lf, on the other hand, Ezra had been a 
m an of broader y ews .judaism m ight have 
been today th e only and th e ruling religion 
on earth. Ezra, however, lias been tho 
Ezra tiiat ho was, not more, not less. He 
lins been welded nto the i nly cha n of cir­ 
cum stances which history records either by 
a pri ori a lied fate which has intended be­ 
forehand te a t all .should corno to pass as it 
eventually did, or ny chance w hich has 
drifted the current of events unintention­ 
ally into tho direction w hich, as we see, it 
h as taken. 
Though the haze which hangs over the 
Jew ish nation is not vet removed entirely. 
we begin to discern at least some historical 
ii ures and events when we arrive at the 
period of E zra’s activity. W e know no fl­ 
ing more a lo u t him than th a t wo find in 
the h ill cal hooks of E zra and N ehem iah 
and w hat Josephus tells of him . Still sc .mo 
of the leadingeventsappear to us in clearer 
outlines. The nam es mid deeds of the Per­ 
sian kings under whom he lived have be­ 
come fam iliar to us. 
Through Grecian 
sources we have obtained at least a more 
detailed description of tho custom s of th at 
tim e and of the political changes which 
li v e difiturbe I th e peace of th at age. 
We can accept as authentic the fact th at 
between tho m illstones of Assyria and 
Babylonia the sm all Jew sh kingdom had 
been crushed, and th at some of tho inhabit­ 
ants of this country in accord nee w ith an ­ 
cient policy had been transplanted to vacant 
districts in the inter or of Asia, w hile As­ 
syrian and Babylonian colonists had re­ 
ceived settlem ent in Canaan. 
Beyond offering the fact th at sn' h a pro­ 
cess of transcolonizaton took place, our 
sources are silent, or cannot be relied upon. 
All the details of such a transaction are 
covered w h darkness, and all we know 
w ith Son ( 
certainty is that when Cyrus, 
tile Persian conqueror, rn ’de him se I m as­ 
ter of Babylonia, he found large Jew ish 
(’Monies, both in the capital and in the 
country; how, w ithin the few years of the 
reported captivity, the exiles could have 
I ei ome so prosperous th a t their representa­ 
tives wore found in the most seciet conn • I 
cham bers of tIir- Ic n s is as yet an unsolved 
riddle, unless we ascribe it, as we usually 
do 'n such cases, to the direct intervention 
of God. 
It seems th a t when Cyrus planned the 
conquest of Egypt, which his son. Oam- 
hyse#, afterw ards carried out, he wished to 
settle at the confines of the desert, which 
he had to cross, a friendly people which 
were ready to supply h s arm y w ith pro­ 
visions and to co er a possible retreat. 
He 
therefore encour: god Hie Babylonian Jew s 
to return to the land of their forefathers. 
T hat the yearning for such a retu rn m ust 
not have b eet sn strong as we are m ade to 
believe is proved by the fact th at after con­ 
siderable urging and a long delay only one 
caravan was started. It cons!-ted of some 
p r e tly Levitical and aristocratic fam ilies, 
wh cli, not having su-deeded in Babylonia, 
hoped to succeed better at home. It was 
proteeted by a detachm ent of 
Pers an 
sold ers and head< d by Scrub bel, a de­ 
scendant of David, and some five m onths 
later it arrived safely in Pa'estine, the 
nucleus for a now com m onwealth to bud I 
up the country, and bet'oie all, Jerusalem 
and the tem ple. 
The expectations w ith which th a t cara­ 
van liad started were, 
however, disap­ 
pointed. The Babylonian settlers, proud of 
t heir aristocracy, their pile tly descent, and 
of th e protection of the Persian Court, re- 
limed to enter into a polit cal affiliation 
with northern colon 'sis, the Sam aritans, 
who had been transplanted much sooner 
into tile country. 
Strife arose between 
these near neighbors, under great difficul­ 
ties w as the tem ple built, and under still 
greater difficulties yet w as .Jerust! em for- 
tilb’d; neither was tho m arch of the Per­ 
sian arm 'es on their wav to and from Egypt 
a blessing to the country, and the young 
colony languished through inward strife 
aud was im poverished by the m ovem ents 
of the hostile arm ies. 
We have seen th a t before the destruction 
of Jerusalem through 
N ebuchadnezzar. 
Y ahw eh had risen already to an acknow l­ 
edgm ent as tho nat one I God of Israel. From 
t e m om ent hat the bori on of the Jow l 
had widened through 
their connection 
w ith larger countries the si here of their 
God bf cam e also enlarged. In their con­ 
ception He grew now into a God of th >• 
universe. 
The m ire the feebleness of 
th * Babylon an c o d s, m ade of stone end 
wood, heel me apparent by the dow nfall of 
th at em pire, the more our ancestors became 
convinced th a t their conception of tile in­ 
visible God, the rulerof heaven and earth, 
w as the co rect one. 
In connect on w ith this conception of 
God the idea spread th a t th eir great na­ 
tion ii calam ity m ust have been a conse­ 
quence of the idolatry in which th eir an- 
C( stors tiad indulged. The few colonists 
who had been persuaded to return to l ’ales- 
t ne. as well as the rest th at rem ained in 
Babylonia, and afterw ards spread over all 
the provinces of Hie Pers an em pire, be­ 
cam e convinced th at th e w atli of God was 
ii w over, and th at Ho would rest re to 
them the traditional glories and prosperity 
of the D avidian k ngdoin, provided they 
w( uUi worship Him and no other and obey 
His com m ands. 
Com paring their pure conceptions of Go I 
w ith those of their neighbors, a spirit of 
caste was horn am ong til iii wlPch after­ 
w ards becam e the rem arkable character s- 
tie trait of tile Jew ish nation. They mag- 
ined th at G b'1 had chosen them of all na­ 
tl tis to he His own people—not unlike Hie 
priestly cast, s of a I co ntrios who pr - 
tended to be the clu s. n favorites of some 
god, and who kept them selves isolated 
from int rcourse w ith their fellow-citizens, 
W hen, however, in spite of these illusions 
th e young colony was not se* n to prosper, 
when God still seemed to have w ithdraw n 
H is hand from His people, tho only cause 
for the divliio reticence seemed to lie th at 
Israel did not yet fulfil the duties which 
Y ahw eh expected of His people. 
W h a t E z ra B d. 
Ezra, a descendant of a priestly fam ily 
and lo rn in Babylonia, formed therefore 
the resolution to regenerate Israel and thus 
to establish better term s between God and 
His chosen people. Furnished with letters 
ot recom m endation from the Pi rs:an court 
lie collected another i ara van. m ostly com­ 
posed of priests, and m igrated w ith them 
into Palest ne to I e omo tho father and 
founder of th a t J tidal rn which was not 
o n ly ae-tined for a life of several bundt' d 
years, but which bai left its m arks to this 
very day. 
Ezra was a zealot, and, like all enthusi­ 
asts. less ot a gin us than consc clition: 
w orker. 
He may have understood well 
e n c ugh w hat his own tim e ne. (led. but lie 
had no undeistanding of w hat the future 
m ight dem and. Born and brought up a 
priest, b s intellectual horizon was lim ited 
by priestly prejudices. 
Ile saw everything through tho eves of a 
p r i e s t ; lie felt, and c o n s e q u e n tly acted, like 
a priest. 
Ho followed an ideal, hut lie 
would not allow l i e same privilege to 
others, and dem anded thai every 
one 
should see tilings as lie did. His ideal was 
to m ake Israel a n a tl ii of priests, a holy 
peoi> e. and to the realization of this hope he 
devoted his w hole life. 
F ortunately he did not stand alone, hut 
was ably bv rended in Ids endeavors by 
N ehem iah, another enthusiastic adm irer 
of llio sam e id e a l; a m an who.; s he tells us 
Ii mself. had given up the most influential 
position it the court of King A rtaxerxes to 
become the governor of poverty-stricken 
P alestine. 
. 
We cannot rely entirely upon the story of 
t i e r adventures as it is told by them or 
th eir historians, hut we may airan a few 
points from them which aro undeniably 
characteristic of the m en of their tim e. 
T h e S c rip tu re s . 
The greatest and m ost rem arkable work 
accom plished by E zra is the collection anil 
redu tion of all those literary 
products 
which were current am ong tho people about 
th a t tim e. W hat sources he consulted, how 
m any eo-laliorers he had, how long it had 
taken h rn an I them to prepare the work. 
or how m uch he or Ids adjuncts have added 
to < r taken from the originals we do not 


k\°,Tive know is th at all of a sudden Ezra 
cia’mod to be in possession pi a book in 
which all the laws winch God had given to 
Moses were contained. Ti) is settled at once 
the great question which troubled the 
Israelites of that tim e -" w h a t m ust we do 
in order to he* reconciled with our God.” 
Nobody seem ul to have known a t th at tune 
of such a hook, and it was great news to 
to the people when he read to thorn some 
portions of it on tho occasion of a great ifes- 


II From that m om ent it wa« understood that 
God had made known his will to Moses, 
and had ordered him to preserve it in 
w riting: th at the sacred scroll had been 


transm itted from generation to generation, 
and th a t here it now was: every one who 
had eyes could see t. and every one who 
was able i o read could read w hat God de­ 
m anded of him. 
To facil tate tim latter, 
Ezra changed the Hebrew letters into the 
plainer Assyrian tetters, and wh it we now 
call Hebrew characters are in tact Assyrian 
characters. 
The Sam aritans alone who oh'ected to 
such a reform as an innovation have pre­ 
served the old style of w riting, and when 
they, too, produced a hook purporting to 
contain the will of God. th a t book (the 
Sam aritan B ible'w as w rtte n in the old 
genuine Hebrew characters. T hus the Bible 
was born, and wi Ii it the belief in the 
divine origTi of th at book. 
W here would C hristianity and Mahom­ 
etanism he today if E zra had not intro­ 
duced tile Bible os a w rittengnes ace of the 
will of God to m an? W as it by accident or 
by fo r e of preordain d fate t Hat ‘-ticit a 
book was published? W ho know*? We can 
simply state the fact. and it is hest to reiect 
as flu ties* all conjectures of "w hat m ight 
have been” if this event had not taken 
place. 
T h e S a b b a t h . 
A nother introduction, we may call it an 
innovation of Ezra, was Hie institution of 
tho Sabbath. The Sabbath seems to have 
been little, if at all, observed at his tim e. 
W hether it was introduced by him as 
ent rely new, w hether he lied adopted it 
from Babylonia of i’ers'a, or w hether it had 
been a Jew ish cu tom from tile beginning, 
we can scarcely ascertain today; tho fact 
is 
th a t at 
E zra’s 
tim e ne ther Jewish 
farm ers, artisans nor traders observed such a 
day, and th a t it re m ired the most stringent 
m easures to compel the people to rest on 
tile Sabbath. 
Even after tile law had been passed pro­ 
hibiting all work on tile Sabbath day w ith­ 
in the city. people would go outside the

All traces of the old hom e of T h e G l o b e 
are rapidly disappear Jig, to give way in 
this a /e of enterprise to another archi­ 
tectural ornam ent to tho city of Boston.

When T h e G l o b e’s lipuse-warm ing took 
place on the 1st of last alay it was thought 
ti.ere would he room enough in th e new 
building for a long tune to e rn e . 
B u tin 
T h e G l o b e ’s prodigious strides ahead, un­ 
looked for dem ands have been m ade upon 
the present quarters. 
Every departm ent is azo n overcrowded 
and tile cry is still more room. Tile spacious 
reporters’ room, a model of its kind, pre­ 
sents (mite a different appearance today 
from w hat t did five m onths ago. The 
adelite us to the reporter a1 force have 
crowded the rooms as m uch as in the old 
build ng. 
The arm y of compositors employed find 
their rooms on tile seventh floor altogether 
too ama I for the const ntly increasing 
work. 
Tile newsroom m ust be enlarged. 
'lite m ailing departm ent has Do Ollie a post 
office of it.sci,, and m ust extend its quar­ 
ters. The busy presses, now run at light- 
ii ng speed to keep up w tit the increasing 
circulation, m ust have more room. The 
( clivery departm ent cannot accom m odate 
the sm all arm y of enterprising newsboys 
wiio sell T h e G l o b e. 
In a word, spacious as the new build- 
in : is. it is lur too sm all for every depart­ 
m ent of the business now. 
W hat is to bo done? Simply put up an­ 
other building like the present one; and 
another still, if necessary. 
This would 
seem like a big undertaking, ami so it is; 
but as they say in Ruddygore, "W hat of 
th a t? ” 
N othing is too stupendous to be 
undertaken by T h e G lc b e . T he acm e of 
success may he reached when the third 
building is up. 
Y esterday several score of w orkm en com ­ 
m enced their work ol dem olit on. and soon 
the old I adding, w inch has served tile 
paper so well in its day, w .ll become a tiling 
of tile past.

The exterior design is to be exactly the 
same as tho present building. 
The W ashington street front is to he of 
brown Springfield and K hee sandstone.

The dim en­ 
sions will he 120 feet high, 18 Va feet wide 
and 108 lect deep. 
In the basem ent will he tile storeroom 
for the tons of paper used eacli day to feed 
the pres es. 
T ilt basem ent iii the Devon- 
sli re street end is t o l e occupied bv the 
m ailing departm ent and general delivery, 
end when finished w.ll he tho most com­ 
plete room of ifs kind in Hie country, Tho 
pressroom will lie enlarged for the powerful 
Jum bo press, w hich is capable of printing 
and folding 24,000 eight-page sheets in an 
hour.

Toe general reporters' room is to be 
about twice irs present size, ated private 
looms will be furnished Hie m any editorial 
writers-. 
Great im provem ents are to be 
m ade in the news room w ith its countless 
pneum atic tubes, electric bells and speak­ 
ing tubes. 
Tile seventh story is to he com pletely re­ 
arranged. The com positors’ room will ex­ 
ten d along the W ashington street front, to 
accommodate the large additional force 
now required. Tho rem oval of the stereo­ 
type departm ent from lite basem ent is one 
of Ute 
best changes to be 
made.

The General U niversalist convention was 
opened in New \ ro rkon tho 18th inst, with 
an address by Rev. S. A. G ardner of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Tile annual m eeting of the Historical 
Society of the U niversalist church was held 
before the opening of the regular U niversal­ 
ist convention, at the C hurch of the Divine 
P aternity. 
Tho secretary, Dr. Sawyer of 
T uits College, read his annual report. This 
referred principally to w hat the 
Bible 
Society was doing in regard to ancient 
w ri.trs. Tho otncers for the ensuing year 
were elected as follows: President, Rev. 
R ichard E d d y ; vice president. Hon. Olney 
Arnold ot Rhode Island; secretary, Rev. I . 
9. Saw yer; treasurer. Rev. E. Davis; tru s­ 
tees, Rev. Dis. V. E. Tomlinson and Barnard 
Potter. 
In the convention on T hursday the ques­ 
tion of form ng a church tem perance so­ 
ciety was repotted advei sely. The com m it­ 
tee 
tatcd that, w hile they wished to put 
them selves .on record as favorable to tem ­ 
perance. they considered th a t there w ere 
em ugh societies engaged in tem perance 
w ork; th a t a church tem perance so iety 
would do no good, and would considi rably 
interiere w ith the C hristian work of tho 
church. 
Dr. Hanson of Glasgow said Scotland was 
the most darkened portioned, theologically 
.-peak ng, iii the English-speaking world. 
There was as great need of mission work in 
Scotland as in Japan or China. 
The single 
U niversalist church in Glas,mw was doing 
great work, hut needed assistance to carry 
oc and extend the work. 
Rev. Dr. Sawyer of T ufts College said i! 
was a lam entable tact th a t very little work 
w. s i e ng done in th e’Soulh. 
Dr. Hi rn nest, on behalf of the com m ittee 
to which the special report of the board of 
tru sties was lofurred, reported th a t th e 
com m ittee did not consider it judicious to 
am lid the bylaws, so th a t a letter of trans­ 
fer would have to l o grant ti to a m inister 
w ithin throe m onths instead of three years 
after application tm h ss charges w> re pre­ 
ferred against him . It was recom m ended 
th at after th e year 1889 com cation-s i e had 
hit nnially instead of annually, aud th at 
conferences he held in 
Hie intervening 
years for the discussion of moral, theolo­ 
gical and educational subjects. Rev. D. M. 
Hodge of New York offered a series of reso­ 
lutions placing the convention on record 
as opposed to any legislation which would 
sa ctlon the desecration of the Sabbath by 
opening th e saloons.

The Gladstone people are puzzled to know 1 
w hat is tho gam e C hurchill is playing at 
m ost, these things being entirely revolting 
to th e Tories, especially Hie one-man, one- 
vote doctrine, which is intended to destroy , 
Tory power in several im portant counties. | 
The general impression, however, Is that he 
w ants to get Lack to power. 
His financial 
position is know n toke bad. He is probably 
anxious to have £'5000 yearly once more , 
as a m inister of the crown. 
All such speeches, however, pale before 
tho glow of th e groat Liberal m eeting at 
N ottingham . Persons who have attended 
every single m eeting up to th e present 
tim e held by th e federation declare th at 
th e one in question left all others far be­ 
hind 
for 
num ber, 
influence 
and 
en-; 
thusiasm. 
The conference which took place last 
year was at the tim e thought an enormous 
success because OOO delegates were as- ; 
sem bled. This year the extraordinary and 
unprecedented num ber of 2500 attended. 
The enthusiasm shown was a surprise 
even to Mr. Gladstone, sated as he is w ith 
such tr um phs. The people In the streets j 
displayed greater feeling th an has ever 
before been m anifested on sim ilar occa­ 
sions in this country. The m eeting was de­ 
scribed by experienced reporters as tile 
greatest ever seen in E ngland. The cheers 
were loud and so prolonged, and the excite- | 
aient so great, th a t m any strong m en be- j 
came dizzy. 
Mr. Gladstone was evidently in his best 
form, physically as well 
as 
m entally. 
While his first speech was rath er tam e in 
Comparison to some of his previous efforts, 
because so m any im portant facts required 
description, still,every word he uttered was 
listened to breathlessly. 
The second speech was one of the great­ 
est successes of his life. 
Gladstone was 
playful and self-confident, and tho easy 
m aster of every resource of oratory. 
He 
k ep t the enorm ous audience 
D e lig h te d a n d E x p e c ta n t 


to the end of his rem arks. E xcept in the 
very last rows he was heard distinctly by 
everybody in the hall. 
Devotion to Gladstone was the m ost prom ­ 
inent feature of tile conference and next to 
th at, perhaps, hatred of Cham berlain. 
No words th a t could be used would exag­ 
gerate the loathing expressed by the Radi­ 
cals for the traito r and turncoat. G lad­ 
stone delighted everybody by the calm, 
lofty scorn w ith which he treated the col­ 
league who deserted the ship in the hour of 
danger. 
The latest cue of tho Tories is th at Ireland 
is not to occupy the next session. B ut it is 
pretty certain they will have to bring for­ 
w ard their land bill, and th at it will be suf­ 
ficient to take up the whole of the session. 
lf they do the bill is suie to wreck the m in­ 
istry. The hatred of the schem e of land 
purchase by English credit is so strongly 
ingrained th a t its passage is sim ply impos­ 
sible. 
The Liberals will call for a general elec­ 
tion next year, thinking them selves quite 
certain of victory. The two losses sustained 
by the m inistry this week — Buchanan, 
Unionist, who has gone over to Gladstone, 
and Evelyn, Tory, who differed w ith the 
cabinet on th e question of coercion—hid 
them pause in th eir dangerous career in 
Ireland. 
Baltour shrinks from attacking the N a­ 
tional League and m aking the wholesale 
arrests so loudly threatened. His int. rn ates 
declare that he is already hopeless ot the 
juccess of the Tory policy in Ireland. Min­ 
isters generally feel th at the tusk. they have 
undertaken is impossiole, and would be 
wily too delighted to find a way of escape 
from it. 
English visitors, and plenty of them , con­ 
tinue to go to Ireland to back up the ten­ 
ants 
in resistance to evictions. 
These 
tactics are proving sadly em barrassing for 
the Dublin castle authorities. Ridgeway, 
the new Irish under secretary, boasted th at 
he would pacify Ireland in six m ouths if it 
were not for the presence there of the Eng­ 
lish.

T heir 
object is to m ake the police, who have 
recently been enfranchised, com m it them ­ 
selves against the Liberals aud give their 
votes to the Tories. 
One good effect of this w eek’s oratory will 
be to destroy all chances of U lster being 
separated from th e rest of Ireland. W ith 
characteristic 
clumsiness 
Cham berlain 
brought about the opposite of the policy ne 
advocated. 
The renewal of the eviction cam paign on 
the Cianricarde property is unim portant. 
It is the first sign of file given by some land­ 
lords who st.lf th in k to m ake headway 
against puclic opinion, but will not lead to 
anything. 
The Liberals are certain to win E velyn’s 
seat. Fully one-third of the 'lories in D ept­ 
ford sym pathize with him in his opposition 
to the governm ent. Several large owners 
of property will lend their influence qu etlv 
to the. Liberal candidate. The Liberals in 
the division c ai lied largely at the last n gis- 
tration. O’Connor Power is proposed, hut a 
large proportion of tile lr sh voters object. 
Probably W ilfred Blunt will be chosen. He 
is a personal friend of Evelyn. 
Registration results in lu ster are m ost 
hopeful. The gain of three additional seats 
is probable,

A War Episode in the Sum­ 
mer of ’63 at Mobile. 


A FrfHfhmftn's Bold Expedient to Save 
Himself from the Enemy. 


Hi* Two Companions Captured 
Ordered to be Hanged. 
and 


Three men were eating their breakfast at 
8 o’clock, one summer morning, in the year 
1863, in an unpretentious restaurant, situ­ 
ated in one of the principal streets of the 
city of Mobile. Ala. Their apparel led one 
to believe that they belonged to the work­ 
ing classes, and yet a close inspection would 
have revealed the fact that the hands of 
two of them were strangers to manual labor. 
One conversed in very low tones, and ap 
peared to give instructions of some kind to 
the other two who closely followed his 
words. The speaker showed by his pro­ 
nunciation that he was a foreigner, and this, 
coupled with the fact that his hands and 
body were used vigorously to give emphasis 
and meaning to his subdued voice, would 
have designated him as a Frenchman. 
One of the listeners was. no doubt, a 
native of the vine-clad hills of the Rhine, 
and the other betrayed in speech and bear 
ing the unmistakable evidence of being a 
Northern man. bom on American soil. 
It was perceptible to a close observer that 
whenever the proprietor of the restaurant 
happened in close proximity to the table 
at which the trio were sitting, the subject 
of conversation instantly turned upon the 
viands gracing the board, and the French­ 
man. who led the conversation, raised his 
voice at such times. 
lf it had been possible to have overheard 
the principal conversation a knowledge 
m ight have been gained as to the future 
movements of the trio. as the speaker was 
giving m inute instructions to his compan­ 
ions for obtaining detailed information of 
the different branches of the Confederate 
forces occupying Mobile, and it appeared 
by the manner more than the language of 
the gentleman that he was very desirous 
th at twe American should be extra circum­ 
spect in his actions. 
When it is understood that the party at 
the table wow United States secret service 
©dicers, detailed to procure plans and maps 
ol everything done by Jefferson Davis’army 
and navy, it can be surmised that not only 
tin* utterances but the actions of the trio 
bad to be ( an fully guided, and if po&sible, 
controlled by the man who was responsible 
for the results of the undertaking. 
New Orleans and Pensacola were already 
in the Laid- of t ie United States, and it 
was oontemp!ated to attem pt the »acture of 
Mobile. It was therefore considered essen­ 
tial that accurate knowledge of that Con­ 
federate stronghold should be in the hands 
of Uncle Sam s officials befur# any move­ 
ment was made. 
After leisurely disposing of the greater 
part of the food pla ed before them. the 
leader of the party stepped toward the back 
part of the restaurant where the proprietor 
was sitting and was in the act of setti ng 
the bill for breakfast, when 
a 
glance 
over his shoulder showed him that four 
Confederates, accompanied 
by 
a 
man 
dressed in civilian clothing, were entering 
the front door. 
Picking up the change 
layed down by the restaurant keeper, bt 
carelessly opened the bai k door of the 
room, and without encountering opposition 
or questioning from any one. marched 
through the kitchen of the establishment, 
and in a few minutes found himself in the 
backyard, in front of a door lead rig into 
another street, and without any apparent 
necessity increased the rapidity of his 
steps, mov’ng himself ilia few moments a 
considerable distance from the breakfast 
place. 
Without inquiry, he directed his steps to 
the northern portion of the city, and, when 
in a street, which by its poverty-stricken 
appearance, showed that its inhabitants 
were of the humbler walks of life, be turned 
into the front yard of a residence, in the 
door of which was a large iron coal-scuttle 
impeding his entering. Stepping over this 
domestic utensil, he opened the door with­ 
out announcing his coming, and finding 
himselt in the presence of an old negro man 
and woman, who were sitting in the poorly- 
furmsbod room, peacefully burning the ob­ 
noxious weed in corncob pipes, he crossed 
his hands above Ins head and pronounced 
in audible tones the words,“I am sent,” and 
if a thunderbolt had fallen on the humble 
home its effects on the ebony-skinned oc- 
cupans could not have been more instan­ 
taneous. 
The chairs were vacated in a moment, 
and the woman flew rather than w alk 'd to 
another room, into which the strange visitor 
followed. She opened a large closet, pulled 
an old leather trunk into tho apartment, 
which upon being opened disclosed a quan­ 
tity of male apparel of a peculiar cut. 
Selecting several pieces fn m the contents 
of the trunk, the stranger motioned the 
woman to withdraw, and in a tew moments 
had transformed himself from a laborer 
into a comfortably dressed member of the 
Roman Catholic clergy, low shoes and all. 
He seemed, however, to be disappointed 
with his appearance when consulting the 
little cracked mirror hanging against the 
wall, judging fri m his frowning counten­ 
ance and the impatient sentences that came 
from his lips, which breathed a sulphuric 
odor. 
The gentleman was evidently not pleased 
with ms ctiauge of apparel, and the cause 
was soon apparent. Rummaging the trunks. 
he brought forth a small dressing case, and 
took from it a razor; looking upon the sharp 
instrument with all 
but 
a benign ex- 
pression,he moved towards the door through 
which he had entered; coughing loudly, 
the negro made his appearance, and being 
shown the article rn the 
hand of the 
strangely-acting guest, speedily returned 
with a few other articles to make shaving 
possible. 
The quasi-reverend gentleman 
seated himself upon a chair in front ol the 
dilapidaWd-looking glass.aud with a steady 
hand deprivea hts upper lip of its hirsute 
covering, which for some years had been 
fostered with the loving care a mother feels 
for her first born. 
His toilet was now complete, and placing 
the peculiar!' shaped hat. worn bv a certa n 
class of priests, upon his head, the French­ 
man walked into the front room of the 
house, and without having spoken a word 
but the three small ones which caused the 
sudden actions of the female occupant, 
passed into the street, to all appearance a 
member of that great body of men whose 
costume brings respect wherever seen. 
With the dignified mien necessary to sup­ 
port the reverential calling he was about to 
impersonate, the secret service officer wend­ 
ed his way to tile centre of the city and ob­ 
served when traversing the business por­ 
tion. that crowds of excited men were 
hastening in one direction. 
Anxious to acquaint himself with the 
cause of this concentrated movement he 
followed, and soon gathered from the mov­ 
ing throng that an important capture had 
been ma le by the provost marshal. Arriv­ 
ing at the square in front of the building 
used for headquarters of 
the military 
powers in charge of Mobile he found him­ 
self in a crowd of citizens eagerly discuss­ 
ing an event which had occurred within 
the last hour, and a polite gentleman, who 
seemed to be one of prominence, kindly 
gave him the details of the occurrence 
which had so agitated the otherwise placid 
surface of municipal life.

Weight of a Fly. 
[Chattanooga Times.] 
Jam es Spencer h it on a novel \va^ to get 
at the approxim ate w eight of a fly. His 
store is greatly pestered w ith flies, and lie 
recently brought in to use the patent fly 
paper. He put out 21 of these sheets,being 
12X28 inches each, covering a *urface oi 
336 square inches. In th e evening, when 
the papers were filled, he took them up to 
destroy them and noticed the increased 
weight, and, struck w ith curiosity, he put 
tho papers, w ith their load of dead flies, in 
a pair of scales, and found that the 21 
weighed exactly seven pounds. Ho then 
weighed 21 sheets w ithout Ute flies, and 
found th at they weighed four pounds and 
four ounces. T hus on the 21 papers there 
were 44 ounces or two pounds and J 2 
ounces of flies. 
This num ber of flies is 
taken probably tw o or three tim es a day. 
"Now if you w ant to know how m uch a fly 
we ghs,” says Mr. Spencer, "you will find 
th at there is an average of 20 flies to Hie 
square inch on th e paper. Un one paper, 
therefore, which has 336 square inches, you 
have 6720 flies, and on the whole 21 sheets 
there are 141,120 flies; therefore, if 141,120 
flies weigh 44 ounces, now much does one 
fly w e'gn? It is a sim ple calculation, and 
those who have a curiosity to know can 
quickly find it out.”

Swindles. 


Their Methods of Victimizing Women 


and Inexperienced Young Persons. 


How to Detect the Frauds—Chats with 


Correspondents. 


A little note published in th e "H our” re­ 
cently, in reply to tho question of a corres­ 
pondent. has elicited so m any letters of 
fu rth er inquiry th at it seems best to m ake 
again certain statem ents mid explanations 
concerning the frauds advertised as "W ork 
at Hom e” for women. These have been 
described a n i exposed several tim es in 
this departm ent, and m any tim es have we 
told individual correspondents about par- 
ticular firms and yet we receive, alm ost 
daily, letters com plaining of cheats prac­ 
tised by these bogus firms or inquiring if 
certain-nam ed com panies are like the rest. 
This is, perhaps, not 90 strange as it would 
seem at first, for new readers are being so 
constantly added who have not seen the 
"H our” previously; but if everyone who 
knows or hears about this would take pains 
to tell others, there would soon he an end to 
the business. Even if those who have been 
bitten w ould tell th eir friends and acquain­ 
tances it would soon become unprofitable; I fess to offer” th’eue would be no nee<ftar 


take refuge under a new nam e and post 
office box. and one firm will often advertise 
under several different t ties. 
Many of 
them m ake no pretence of doing any bual* 
ness, their cap ta! and stock in trad e being 
m erely a nam e, th e:r plausible circulars 
and a post office address where thev receive 
the letters from their poor victim s. 
At 
tho union 
they 
have 
a collection of 
these 
circulars, 
which 
strik es 
one 
at once by its size and b> the fam ily 
resem blance 
to 
he 
traced 
in 
tbena, 
the phraseology often betraying the fact 
th at two, seem ingly far distant and distinct, 
really em anated from tile same brain. 
They have also a collection of the "m a, 
terials” sent, the little vials of colored 
wat* r called paints, and the bits of g la s s o* 
flimsy fabrics, with tile books of "direc­ 
tions’’ which go witli them . One could fill 
colum ns w ith descriptions of these, of 
their m ethods of work and of the sorrows 
of those who have been victim ized. Soun> 
of tim letters which have been received M 
the union, a lady savs who has ban charge 
of these investigations, are perfectly h eart­ 
rending in their revelations of b itte; need 
and cruel di appo ntincnta. The union ad - 
verti ed th at it would investigate any firm 
about which they received inform ation, 
and they have done and are doing m uch 
good work in exix sing these sw indlers. 
The real remedy, however, m ust be in th e 
more 
T h o r o u g h 
IltijfnesR 
E d u c a tio n 
o f 
W o m e n . 
A lthough some of these firms advertise 
work suitable for women or young men. yet 
we venture to say th at few of the latter ara 
ever deceived. The reason for thU lies in 
the fact th at a m an would detect the under­ 
lying fraud more quickly because the m ost 
of them learn very early in life th at on© 
seldom gets som ething for nothing in th e 
business world. 
Things th a t promise big 
pay for little or no labor, or im m ense re­ 
turns on sinai I investm ents are frauds on the 
face of them , and m en know it. They know, 
too, as women m ight, if they would stop 
to reason, th at if any firm had really th e 
a*y and profitable work which they pro- 


hut the trouble is th a t the victim s usually 
feel shy about confessing th at they have 
been victim ized, or else wish to conceal the 
circum stances w hich lead to it. and so 
others are left to gain th eir own knowledge 
by bitter experience.

"firm s.” moved thereto by some peculiarly 
distressing cases w hich had come to light.

Boston, we are sorry to say, is full of 
them , though as m any more can no doubt 
be found in New York and any other large 
atty. As fast as detected and exposed they 


thorn to advertise broadcast for workers. 
A single h in t of such an opportunity in tho 
daily papers of a creat city filled w ith peo­ 
ple iii rn od of em ploym ent, and they would 
b e overrun with applicants therefor. 
As we ?aid above, the W om an’s Educa­ 
tional and Im ustrial Union of Boston has 
investigated a great m any of these sw indles 
and it will give

stam p enclosed for a reply; th e editor of 
the Hour will do the sam e very gladly.

M. Coqueliu divides actors 
into

lent as this definition is, says Henry Irving, 
it is som ew hat m isleading. M. Goquelm 
tells us th at w hen ho played Thouverm it 
was ins greatest dilheulty to repress ti is 
own idiosyncrasies. His study was toeffaco 
Couuelin entirely—voice, walk, gesture— 
mid to present only the m an ho conceived 
Thouverm to be. 
This is very good as f ar 
as it goes; but why should Edwin Booth, 
when he acts Hie part of H am let, try to for­ 
get 
that 
physically speaking 
he 
was 
ever Edwin Booth? 
His 
m ind 
is ab­ 
sorbed in the character; lie looks and 
speaks Hie melancholy, Hie passion, the 
poetry, and the satire 01 this suprem e crea­ 
tion ; yet is he to be told th at, if In some de­ 
tail of aspect, gesture or m ovem ent he 
rem ind Hie audience th at he lie still Edw in 
Booth, he is m aking Hie character a part of 
himself, instead of losing his own nature 
for tile tim e in the world of im agination? 
The actor who portrays w ith the grandest 
power the T itanic force and energy of Lear, 
or the m alignity und hypocrisy of Shylock, 
will be truer to Hie poet than another who 
interests us chiefly rn the characteristics of 
an age or a type of Hie Jew ish race. 
M. 
Coquelm would, I fear, in tragedy teach us 
to lie too prosaic, for however im portant 
realistic portraiture m ay be in the comio 
d ram a- and there are notew orthy exam ples 
of its success on Hie English as well as th e 
French stage—in tragedy it has a com para­ 
tively m inor place.

Oct. 22.-This is a great town 
for bosses. 
I m ean political m asters, varying som e­ 
w hat, according to th e tim es, in th eir in d i­ 
vidual characteristics. Oi'casionally they are 
m en of sim ple b ru te force; a t other tim es 
oily, quiet, deft m anipulators, preferring 
th e undisturbed quiet of tho closet to the 
turbulence of th e public forum . 
I recall 
th e bossism of F ernando Wood. P eter B. 
Sw eeney, Andrew H. G reen, John Kelly, 
W illiam R. G race and M aurice B. Power, 
T hese were m en of force, varying talent, 
individuality and unquestioned personal 
and political trium phs. 
N ew York was never well governed. 
T he nearest approach to sys einatic rule 
wa* seen at th e tim e 


F e r n a n d o W o o d 


im pressed his rare personality upon every 
d epartm ent of th e city, m aking Ivm self folt 
pot alone along tile lines of public pobcy, 
bu t by every official dpwn to the hum blest 
policem an. He was an interesting ami in 
som e respects an historic figure. He was 
very tall, very straight, very th in, w ith a 
closely shaven face as im passable, as unde­ 
m onstrative. as th a t of the Sphinx. Hts 
am bition touched tow ering heights, and he 
had sense enough to perceive th a t the 
tru est path to selfish success was along the 
highw ay of public weal. No m an better 
th a n be understood the certain growth of 
New \o r k . and+ie invested largely in real 
estate, purchasing, w henever be could get 
them , prom inent corners, and dum ping, as 
it were, w hat was at the tim e a considerable 
fortune as far up na Bloomingdale, thereby 
com pelling m en w ho woke up later on to 
find, as W illiam M. Tweed expressed it, 
th a t they never attem pted to se* ure a par­ 
ticularly desirable piece of property but 
they found Fernando Wood had been there 
just before them . 
He was a strict disciplinarian, and w hat­ 
ever rascal it es may have been w liked at 
am ong a favor d lew there is no question 
in the m ind of atty th a t so far as peace, order 
and cleanliness were concerned the city 
of New York had reason to be proud of its 
well-nam ed chief m agistrate. He was not 
alone the chief m agistrate before the eyes 
of the people, but he was the unchallenged 
boss in the secret councils of his party. He 
preserved rile happy m edium of never ou- 
trading him self unnecessarily or officiously 
before the people, but was nevertheless 
com petent on all proper occasions to repre- 
sent the dignity and the im perial quality of 
this great city by the sea 
As I have nar­ 
rated before., when the Prince of W ales was 
travelling tow ard P ortland, Me., from Bos­ 
ton. it was my fortune to sit w ith the D uke 
Of Newcastle, th e p rtn re’s chief attendant. 
in an ordinary box car. which was all the 
ronvenienee then obtainable, and in reply 
to my question as to w hat public m en had 
best and m ost impressed him here he said ; 
“ The two men of whom I carry away the 
liveliest recollection are Fernando Wood of 
New York aud Governor Banks of Massa­ 
chusetts. ” 
bo far as th e general public know, the 
n ex t bossism to w hich this city was sub­ 
jected was th a t which is oddly enough 
known as the Tweed ring. It was called 
th e Tweed ring because of th e m en who 
com po-ed it. Tweed w as the loud-moutlied. 
blatant, showy m em ber. He it was who 
sported enorm ous diam onds. To him New 
York w as indebted for th e club known as 
th e "Stable G ang.” He it was who openly 
defied public sentim ent, aud to him errone­ 
ously was im puted the m arvellous good und 
evil suggested by the ring. 
T he ring boss was 
D eter It. S w e e n e y . 
Mr. Sweenejr was the son of Irish parents, 
bom in New York. A more m odest m an I 
never m et. I knew him w ell, saw m uch of 
him . and on one occasion, when a cele­ 
brated divine was talking w ith me about 
the men of New York and asked about Peter 
B. Sweeney. I said. “Mr. Sweeney always 
Impresses m e as a high-toned, well-bred 
C hristian gentlem an.” This characteriza­ 
tion of him . viewed in th e light of subse­ 
quent developm ents, when every honest 
creditor of th e city was cheated of his dues, 
w hen the dead were compelled to bear the 
odium and the cursings which belonged 
to the 
living, when the vast circle of 
stu p e n d o u s 
robbery 
and 
gigantic in­ 
fam y was disclosed, seems odd enough. 
He 
it was 
who planned, lie 
it was 
who organized, he it was who fought the 
fight in reality. He fired no guns, he drew 
Ho sabre, he w aved no Hag. but he m ade the 
m an of the cam paign, he designated the 
captains and com m its oned the lieutenants 
and 
placed tile troops; he ordered the 
attack, and to him cam e th e spoils of vic­ 
tory. 
We are so in the habit of thinking of 
th e Tw eed ring in connection w ith certain 
m onum ental stealings apropos of the erec­ 
tion of the County Court house th a t we are 
likely and liable to do the ring a groins in­

Mr. Kingsley 
of 
brooklyn 
and 
Mr. 
Btranahan 
aud 
Mr. M urphy, the build­ 
ers

were 
largely and confessedly in debit'd for legis­ 
lation. and for aid. w hich were absolutely 
necessary, and w hich, w ithout them . could 
not have been obtained. To the ring New 
York is indebted for the Riverside P ark and 
drive, for the M orningside Park aud drive, 
for m uch of the best there is in Central 
Park, and for some of the best appointm ents 
th e m etropolis now enjoys. Had th e m em ­ 
bers of the ring been content with $5,000,- 
000 or $10,000,000 each, had they been 
able to control the avaricious grasp, the 
money lusts of th eir subordinates, their 
tenure pf control m ight have lasted many 
years longer th an it ii d ; but in their wild 
thirst ti ey sought every fountain, they 
tam pered with every spring, they sunk 
their buckets to the deepest depths of every’ 
well. 
Millions upon millions those m en made. 
Many Millions did Slippery Dick, as Con­ 
troller < !onne4y was called, carry with him 
across the w ater 
Many m illions more did 
the disgraced Tweed leave behind him 
when he shuttled off Ins m ortal co llin the 
calm retreats of Ludlow-street jail, and 
m any m illions did P eter B. Sweeney, the 
mo t expert, tile most adroit, the least 
know n of them all, and yet the sole con­ 
troller of th em all, carry w ith him when he 
w ent to seek a quiet nome, never found 
here. in the tum ult of Paris and the crowd­ 
ed avenues of the capital of France. W hen 
it is rem em bered th at P eter B. Sweeney 
controlled presidents and cabinets, the gov­ 
ernor of the State of New York was as a 
puppet

did his bidding as so m any schoolboys .do 
the bidding of their m aster, it will be con­ 
ceded w ithout argum ent th at m entally he 
deserved ti he the boss he was iii reality.

K e y W e s t , Fla., Get. 23.—P rivate advices 
by the last steam er from H avana announce 
the death of Beriben, the second in com­ 
m and of the united revolutionary forces of 
th e interior, and who led an expedition 
leaving here oil Aug. 31 last, and lauding 
at Bacunuyagua, near M atanzas. Six days 
after landing, 
being surrounded in the 
M orejan m ountains, near M adruga. by 2000 
soldiers, they were com pelled to cut their 
way out. Beriben m ade a charee in the 
face of a terrible fire and was am ong the 
first seriously wounded aud the only one of 
the party fatally so. 
Believing th at his first wound, which was 
iii flic abdom en and s a id to have disem ­ 
bowelled him and laid his intestines bare 
upon his saddle-horn, would in a few mo­ 
m ents prove fatal, aud desiring to sell b ’s 
life as ai arly as possible, he decided to rally 
his followers to give com bat to unequal 
forces, num bering as they did a t least eight 
to one, and while advancing at the head of 
his brave followers he m et in single com bat 
and killed a Spanish officer. Tate 
com ­ 
m ander of Hie Port of Chirenos, but only to 
he struck to Hits ground a m om ent later, 
killed by a Spanish sabre. 
Over 5D0 shots w eie exchanged and sev­ 
eral soldiers killed, but no other filibuster 
was even so m uch as seriously wounded. 
A fter B eriben’s death his followers re­ 
treated further into the interior, where 
they are now, under com m and of Colonel 
M anuel Garcia. A large num ber of Hie re­ 
cruits are believed to anticipate leaving 
Key W est as soon as opportunity offers.
